A | Balmacedan ex-Minister 
Kills Himself. 


The Government Banishing Friends 
: of the Old Regime, | 


Some Inside History of Events Dur- 
ing and After the Revolt. 


The Charges Against Minister Egan and 
Brown — Those Nitrate Contracts 
Explained—The Right of Asy- 
lum at the Legation, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Nov. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald’s Valparaiso 
correspondent cables: ‘The report 
has just reached here from Santiago 
that Pedro V. Gandarillas has shot and 
killed himself at his hiding place on a 
farm in the mountains in the vicinity of 
the capital. He was Balmaceda’s Min- 
ister of Agriculture in the first cabinet 
formed by the dictator. The cause of 
the suicide was fear of persecution on 


the part of the Junta. He did not dare 
to stand trial. 


‘‘The military tribunal today sentenced 
ten of Balmaceda’s officers in the army 
to banishment from Chile for five years, 
and disbars them from holding any 
office in this country. . 


INSIDE HISTORY, 


How the Feeling Against Americans Be- 

New York, Nov. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Associated Press 
has received from its special corre- 
spondents in Chile a series of communi- 
cations covering events since the over- 
throw of Balmaceda’s government, 
dealing at length with matters of inter- 
est to Americans, and giving many in- 
teresting details of events which here- 
tofore have been but briefly touched 
upon in the cablegrams. 

Speaking of the _ hostile attitude 
toward the United States Government, 
and particularly against Minister Egan, 
he says: 

A majority of the charges are apparehtly 
without foundation, and arise principally 
from the fact that American officials in 
Chile did not give moral and physical sup- 
port to the revolutionists during the war. 
There is hardly a foreign resident at any 
port along the entire coast of Chile who did 
not sympathize to a great extent with the 
cause of the revolutlonists. The latter as- 
sert that the United. States Government at 
Washington was not made acquainted with 
the true state of affairsin Chile. The seiz- 
ure ofthe steamer Itata was the first inci- 
dent which aroused a decided ill-feeling, and 
the American officers who were in Iquique 
at the time, express the opinion that the 
revolutionists would never have surren- 
dered the steamer had it not been for the 
presence of astrong United States naval 
force. The next thing was the cutting 
of the cable line of the Central and 
South American Company near Iquique. 
The Revolutionists refused to allow cable 
messages to besent from Valparaiso, and 
other points controlled by Balmaceda. The 
cable was owned by an American company 
which applied to the United States repre- 
sentatives for relief. Capt. Schley of the 
Baltimore directed the cable to be cut be- 
yond the distance of a marine league from 
shore. The Revolutionists’ ships Cochran 
and Huascar were present, but the Balti- 
more was prepared for any resistance they 
might offer. The Revolutionists made 
claim that the Americans had cut the cable 
so that Balmaceda’s shipsin the northern 
part of Chile could send information to 
Lima by another cable line which was in- 
tact and then have it resent from Lima to 
Valparaiso over the American cable which 
had been cut. Consequently during the 
last days of the war the Revolutionists had 
come to regard Americans, particularly 
the naval representatives here, as allies of 
Balmaceda and were prepared to believe any 
report which might seem tosubstantiat 
their views. | 

ATTACKS ON ADMIRAL BROWN. 
The most violent attacks, however, were 
made upon Admiral Brown. They assert 


that he brought intormation of their land-— 


ing at Quintero, eighteen miles north of 
Valparaiso, to Balmaceda. This story and 
Admiral Brown’s letter in explanation have 
already been published; When the Ad. 
miral returned to Valparaiso with his flag- 
ship, the San Francisco, he sent a cipher 
dispatch ashore for the Navy Department 
at Washington. The officer who tookit had 
to have it approved by the Intendente, and 
within an hour ortwo after he had filed it 
Balmaceda’s troops were moving toward 
Quintero, and the newspapers had out ex- 
tras in which it was published that the San 
Francisco had just arrived with news of 
the landing of the revolutionists at Quin- 
tero. The Revolutionary press has been 
very bitter in its attacks on Admiral Brown 
and charges are still being made against 
him, despite his denials that his visit to 
Quintero was in the interest of Balmaceda. 

Much capital is being made out of the fact 
that some official correspondence between 
Balmaceda's ministers in August has been 
found in which it is stated that they are 
trying ‘‘to get a neutral vessel’ to get 
certain information regarding the revoiu- 
tionists. In the present state of feeling the 
beliet is general that the vessel referred to 
is the San Francisco. Thera is little doubt 
that foreigners residents in Valparaiso are 
assisting in fanning the flame against 
Americans. 


In a letter dated October 8, the cor- 
respondent deals at length with the 
matter of the refugees sheltered in the 
American legation at Santiago and the 
trouble arising therefrom. He says: 

. Minister Egan had instructions from 
Washington that the United States would 
continue to give an asylum to refugees un- 
til the Chilean authorities guaranteed their 
safe removal to some neutral territory, and 
further that the United States would not 
permit its minister to be harassed because 
of the presence of these refugees in the le- 
gation. Capt. Schley of the Baltimore had 
also received instructions from the Navy 
Department regarding the arrest of persons 
This order was re- 
voked after Minister Egan had entered a 
strong protest, but spies were still watch- 
ing the building. There is ground for 
belief that a similar plan was -resorted 
to in the case of the Argentine 
legation where Balmaceda was sheltered. 
The ex-President knowing that escape 
was impossible, suicided rather than sub- 
ject the Minister to further responsibility. 
There isno doubt that the Chileans in- 
tended that the order of surveillance and 
arrest should impress on the refugees in 
the American legation a feeling that they 
were causing Egan trouble, and that it was 
their duty to relieve him. 

CAUSE OF THE REBELLION. 

The correspondenct at Santiago 
writes: 

There is little doubt that the primary 
cause of the revolutson was the fact that 
English interests in the nitrate properties 


weré threatened by Balmaceda. Numerous 
instances developed during 


_the war in 


“ment, and afterward declaring openly in 


which valuable assistance was given the 
revolutionists by English representatives 
in Chile, and it is a fact that English resi. 
dents are now strong in their denunciations 
of Americans and the misrepresentation of 
the conduct of American officials. Conser- 
vative Chileans state that the present feel- 
ing will not continue, and that commercial 
relations with the United States will not be 
affected when the present troubie has blown 
over, Those open in opposition to America, 
however, are very bitter. 

_ STERN RECONSTRUCTION METHODS. 

The methods of reconstruction pursued 
by the Junta are hardly in accord with 
strictideas of peace. On the 1st of October 
between 4000 and 5000 persons who had 
been supporters of Balmaceda were im- 
prisoned awaiting trial, and there are more 
than 10,000 others, including nearly every 
one known to have been connected with the 
late government whom the present leaders 
announced their intention to arrest. I 


think, however, most of the prosecutions | 


will be abandoned after the elections, al- 
though they may be pushed against all per- 
sons of any prominence. Thers has been 
no apparent effort at reconciliation, but on 
the contrary, the attitude of the present 
rovernment has been from the first such as 
to warn all persons who supported Balma- 
ceda that they were regarded as criminals. 

The newspaper press of Santiago and 
Valparaiso heartily supports the new gov- 
ernment in this attitude, and since the war 
closed have been busily engaged in print- 
ing columns of accounts of ‘outrageous 
crimes’’ of the Balmacedan administration. 

BARBARITIES AFTER BATTLE, 

The correspondent asserts that many 
of the defeated soldiers of Balmaceda 
were slaughtered on the field at Pla- 
cilla after they had been disabled by 
wounds. He,adds: 

High officials disclaim responsibility for 
these actions and the sacking of houses in 
Santiago. The destruction in Santiago was 
enormous. The most magnificent residen- 
ces in the city, belonging to members of Bal- 
maceda’s party were entered and every- 
thing they contained demolished. Doors 
and windows were broken out and nothing 
left but the bare walls. Persons charged 
with haying-performed criminal acts under 
Balmaceda's atiministration have suffered 
confiscation of property. 


THE CHARGES AGAINST ‘EGAN, 


In a letter under date of October 15 
the correspondent says: 

Among Americans in Chile, or at least 
those who respect the community in which 
they live, there is not one to be found who 
expresses any sympathy with the charges 
made against Egan here and in a section of 
the American press. Egan’s policy has 
been one calculated to advance American 
interests in Chile. Without any attempt at 
secrecy he endeavored to make arrange- 
ments with the Chilean government, then 
represented by Balmaceda, by which in- 
ducements would be offered for American 
capital to become interested in the valu- 
able nitrate property in the north- 
ern part of the country. This enter- 
prise had hitherto been and still is. 
controlled almost exclusively by the En- 
glish. This was the chief of the ‘improper 
contracts’’ with the Balmaceda government, 
which Egan is accused of making. The 
most he could have obtained and the most 
he had any intention of obtaining was a 
share of the nitrate business for Americans 
who might care toenlist in the enterprise, 
but there was hardly an Englishmanin all 
Chile who did not regard these efforts on 
the part of the American Minister as a di- 
rect menace to English interests and there 
has hardly been an Englishman in Chile. 
since that time who has not contributed his 
share to the general outcry against Egan 
and all Americans. 

Minister Egan also endeavored to agitate 
the establishment of an American steam- 
ship line on the west coast of South 
America, and was instrumental in having 
the American cable lines extended to Val- 
paraiso. He undertook other measures of 
similar nature, and in all these efforts to ad- 
vance the interests of this country, he met 
with thesame opposition and same criti- 
cism, All this occurred before the revolu- 
tion in Chile began. At that, time, many 
American residents declared themselves, 
more or less openly, in favor of the revolu- 
tionists. Egan did not doso for the very 
good reason that he was accredited to the 
government headed by Balmaceda. The 
insurgents, however, at all times admitted 
but one principle, and that wasthat persons 
who did not declare openly in their favor 
must be opposed to them. When the Itata 
was seized, English residents started the 
charge that Egan was responsible, although 
he knew nothing about it beyond what he 
read in the Chilean newspapers. 

HOW THE ENGLISH ACTED. 

The correspondent further says. 

Egan was never accusedof visiting Bal- 
maceda or representatives of his govern- 


favor of the insurgents and expressing the 
hope that thev would win. On the con- 
trary Kennedy, the British minister and 
other foreign diplomats expressed loud 
opinions in favor of the insurgents. Egan 
courts the fullest investigation as to his 
neutrality during the wholo progress of 
the war, and some of the most prominent 
men in the Congressional party now do not 
hesitate to declare that his position was 
one of strict neutrality. English residents 
andthe English Minister, however, con- 
tinue tocirculate annoying rumors about 
Egan and keep before the public insulting 
insinuations which are entirely without 
foundation. The British Minister himself 
is being criticised for having secured for 
Balmaceda a British man-of-war in which 
to send several millions in silver out of the 
country. 
At the date of the letter the provis- 
ional government had acknowledged 
that the United States Minister was 
acting right in giving the refugees an 
asvlum, and it was believed that safe 
conducts would ultimately be issued.

REDS. 


Police Raid Another Meeting Where 
Incendiarism Was ‘Talked. 


Some Resistanee Resulting in a Few 
; Persons Getting Hurt. 


Wholesale Arrests Made—Detectives Pres- 
ent at the Meeting — The Spéak- 
ers Again Preaching the Doc- 
trine of Dynamite, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cnicaco, Nov. 12.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Within a bomb’s throw 
of the Haymarket armed Anarchists to- 
night again met the Chicago police. 
The result was an ignominous defeat 
for the reds. 

A mass meeting of the most radical 
element was announced to be held this 
evening in Grief’s Hall, in West Lake 
street, the place celebrated in the an- 
nals of Spies and Parson’s followers. 
The decision unexpectedly displayed by 
the authorities last night in compelling 
the Anarchist gathering on West 
Twelfth street to hoist the Stars and 
Stripes had a disconcerting effect, and 
at the last moment tonight it was de- 
cided to make the gathering secret, 
and to admit a few of the most trusted 
spirits. Accornidgly, Master of Cere- 
monies Thomas Grief, proprietor of the 
big saloon below the hall. announced 
that his place up-stairs had been previ- 
ously enzaged, thus dismissing the gen- 
eral rabble. Those who could be de- 
pended upon went up-stairs. 

There were gathered many of those 
who were leaders before the Hay- 
market massacre. Speeches were 
made in English and German, and the 
enthusiasm was great. The American 
flag was not there. It was thought the 
police had been entirely hoodwinked. 
In this, however, the reds were at 
fault. A detective had been for sev- 
eral days cultivating the acquaintance 
of the orators. He was admitted to 
the meeting and before long got word 
out to Inspector Lewis, at the Des- 
plaines street station, that inflamma- 
tory speeches were being made; that a 
number of those in the meeting were 
displaying arms and boasting of the 
use they would put them to in case the 
police interfered. Inthe saloon below 
200 men were gathered and speeches 
were being made scarcely less incen- 
diary than those above. It was evi- 
dent trouble might occur at any mo- 
nox. 

Suddenly at a signal given by the de- 
sective in the meeting the police made 
a raid. Fifty men in plain clothes 
guarded the rear of the building and al- 
lowed no persons to leave. Inspector 
Lewis and Capt. Mahoney at the head 
of 100 uniformed officers marched to 
the front door, taking the meeting com- 
pletely by surprise: Proprietor: Grief 
saw, the blue-coats and attempted to 
shut the door in their faces. His effort 
was futile, however, as one blow from a 
club shattered the glass. A vigorous 


‘kick burst the door in and a double line 


of officers poured into the room. The 
men who a moment before had been 
boasting of their intention to hurl defi- 
ance into the teeth of the Chicago police 
made a rush for the doors, but at the 
sight of the guns there displayed halted 
and with one or two exceptions showed 
every symptom of cowardice. 

‘‘Throw up your hands!”’’ shouted In- 
spector Lewis. 

At the command 400 hands went into 
the air, and the officers commenced to 
search for weapons. Those found to 
possess revolvers or other arms were 
placed under arrest, while others were 
hustled into the street and told to leave 
the vicinity at once. One little fellow 
who wore a flaming-red necktie backed 
against the wall, and drawing from his 
pocket a _ wicked-looking revolver 
snapped it in the face of a policeman. 
Fortunately the cartridge missed fire, 
and before the would-be murderer could’ 
again press the trigger a blow from a 
club knocked it from his hands. 

Another blood-thirsty individual en- 
deavored to use a revolver, crying 
curses against all police and all law. 
When his weapon was snatched from 
him he declared himself.an Anarchist, 
ready to die, and dared the police to 
shoot him. 

In. the meantime a squad of 
police under Lieut. Wheeler started to 
They met resistance 
from Grief and from an unknown man, 
who drew from his pocket a long revol- 
ver, declaring that he would shoot the 
first officer who put foot on the stairs. 
These men were quickly overpowered, 
and twenty-five police rushed up, and 
broke into the secret meeting. A num- 
ber of men were arrested here. Alarge 
amount of inflammatory literature was 
captured, anda number of red flags 
torn from the walls and destroyed. 

Within the secret portals the only 
real resistance encountered by the po- 
lice came from three unknown men 
who, in' the rush, escaped. They 
jumped behind the-bar as the officers 
entered, and began throwing bottles 
and glasses. A number of officers were 
struck but not seriously hurt. 

Among those arrested was one of the 
editors of the Arbeiter Zeitung, the Ger- 
man daily paper, the successor of Spies 
and Parsons's rabid sheet, and which 
has decided Anarchistic principles. 
This man was making a speech in the 
meeting when the officers entered. He 
made a plea for release, claiming that 
he was therein the capacity of a re- 
perter. The police, however, would 
not accept this plea. 

Among the prisoners found armed 
were several well-known to the police, 
and who were prominent in the ranks 
of the Anarchists five and six years ago, 
when the red flag was so often seen on 
the streets of Chicago. 

Inspector Lewis announced that he 
will demand tomorrow the revoking of 
Grief’s license. Inspector Lewis, said 
that while he wasin command of that 
division no meetings would be held 
with incendiary intentions. 

' One of*the officers in citizen’s clothes, 
who was in the crowd before the raid, 
made a report that one of the speakers 
said the Anarchists were now stronger 
than ever before and were pre 
give the police a big dose of the med- 


ed to- 


icine administered at the Haymarket. 
Another detective listened to a speech 
declaring that the police had no right 
to interfere with any meeting, and that 
the time will sooncome when the police 
force will be completely annihilated. 
Another officer was treated to an inter- 
esting speech, heating it stated that 

ought tobe -hanged.

CLOSED ITS DOORS. 


The California-National Bank of San 
Diego Suspends. 


Inability to Realize on Notes and Ac- 
counts Assigned as the Cause—It 
is Not Thought the De- 
positors Will Lose. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Dieco, Nov. 12.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The California National 
Bank did not open its doors for busi- 
ness this morning. A card was dis-: 
played, reading as follows: ‘Owing 
to the combined shrinkage in deposits 
and our inability to promptly realize on 
notes and accounts, this bank is tempo- 
rarily closed. The bank commissioner 
has been sent for and. will take charge’ 
on his arrival. Jn the meantime no 
businéss can be transacted. It is be- 
lieved beyond question that the depos- 
itors will be paid in full.”’ 

The bank has an advertised paid-up 
capital of $500,000 and a surplus of 
$100,000. J. W. Collins is president, 
D. T. Dare, vice-president, and S. G. 
Hanenmale, second vice-president. 

The announcement of the suspension 
of the bank created a profound sensa- 
tion throughout the city. But there is 
a general feeling of sympathy and be- 
lief that the bank will pay dollar for 
dollar. J. W. Collins, the president, 
refuses to talk and says everything 
awaits the investigation and report of 
the Bank Examiner. Late tonight it 
was learned as to the cause of the sus- 
pension that last Tuesday a certificate 
of deposit for $10,000 was presented 
to the bank and payment refused. No- 
tices of protest were prepared to be 
sent tothe indorsers, but were, held 
overtill Wednesday in the hope that 
the bank could meetthe note. An in- 
timation was quietly given by some one 
to the city and county treasurers, who 
have respectively $45,500 and $65,- 
000 on. deposit. Rumor says they 
talked of withdrawing, but were in- 
ducedto leave the money. Later on 
they determined to draw, but were met 
this morning with the sign of suspen- 
sion. | 

It is now said that stringency on ac- 
count of the withdrawal of deposits was 
the chief cause of the trouble, much 
having been withdrawn for the purchase 
of land throughout the country, espe- 
cially in the irrigation districts, and 
much having gone north for wheat. 
Kindly feeling is being expressed by 
officials of other banks. 

Bryant Howard of the Consolidated 
Bank says that the September state- 
ment shows the California National to 
have $2,000,000 in excess of assets, 
while the liabilities to depositors and 
bills are but slightly over $900,000. 
He cannot see how the depositors can 
be losers if the bank’s condition is the 
‘same today. 

There is no danger of a panic. The 
other banks had demands but slightly in 
excess of the usual business, and there 
is a general feeling of conndence in the 
managers of the closed bank. The 
bank examiner is due on Friday.

His Accounts. 


The Bank of Madera and John Brown 
Colony Involved. 


Overissues of Stock and Forgery of 
Certificates Charged. 


Baird's Shortage Placed at Nearly $100,- 
000-—-lie Has Not Yet Been Ar 
rested—Sympathy for the 
Duped Colonists. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Fresso, Nov. 12.—fSpecial.] A deed 
oftrust by the John Brown Colony 
company to Frank B. McDonald, cashier 
of the Pacific Bank of San Francisco, 
has developed a startling state of affairs 


in the conduct of the Colony and Bank — 


of Madera. The latter has been made 
to suffer by the outfit which ran it, and 
overissues of stock, fraudulent certifi- 
cates of deposit and forgery are 
charged to have been the offenses of 
W. F. Baird, the cashier and real head, 

The amount of money lost is placed 
at $65,000 and there is no way of 
determining the amount of fraudulent 
paper outstanding. 

The John Brown Colony was organe 
ized three years ago by John Brown of 


Brown, and W. F. Baird of Elsinore, 
San Diego county. They secured 
nearly 5000 acres of land at Madera, 
in this county, and proceeded to sell the 
same to persons all over the country, 
mainly members of the Christian and 
Methodist churches, in Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, New York, Ohio, Nebraska and 
Pennsy|!vania. 

The plan was that no payment should 
be required on the land, the purchasers 
simply paying for improvements and 
setting in grapes, the cost for the three 
years being estimated at $375 for 5 
acres. This was paid in installments 
for three years. The cost of the land 
was $100 an acre, which was to be paid 
out of the product handled by the com- 
pany. 

Nearly 400 persons have bought 
lands fromthe company, having paid 
in about $100,000, It is now alleged 
that the company never paid for the 
land, but carries a mortgage of $400,- 
000 on it, $80 an acre more than its 
value. 

Baird used the bank to bolster the 
Colony, and misappropriated $65,000 
inthis way, covering his work by forg- 
ing the alleged securities which de-

ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 
Baird's Shortage Said to be Not Far from 


$100,000. 
Fresxo, Nov, 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The fact has become 


public that W. F. Baird, until recently 
vice-president and manager of the Bank 
of Madera, located at Madera,in the 
northern part of this county, is short in 
his accounts to the amount of nearly 
$100,000. 

Baird came to Madera from Pennsyl- 
vania a few years ago, ‘and in connec. 
tion with John Brown. organized the 
Bank of Madera and whatis known as 
the John Brown Colony. Some resie 
dents of Madera also became stock. 
holders and directors. The capital 
stock of the bank was $100,000, with 
a paid-up capital of $25,000. The 
colony was projected and lands sold to 
about 200 colonists in different States 
and in various counties in California, 
the principle being that of term pay- 
ments, 2s money was needed to de- 
velop the land. 

Whatever work was done on the col- 
ony lots, seems to have been well done, 
but Baird began using the money for 
enlarging his private schemes, and the 
colonists sent for improving their lands, 
One large scheme in which he sank cone 
siderable money Was an attempt to col- 
onize a large tract of land in Southern 
California. As the losses grew 
Baird began to issue forged notes 
and deposited them in place of 
the money used, The forging 
of checks and drafts followed, and 
later the over issuing of stock on 
which he forged the signatures of Mg. 
Roberts, a wealthy resident of Madera, 
and president of the Madera. bank. 
‘Owing to irregularities, the particulars 
of which were not fully known at the 
time, the Pacific bank of San Fran- 
cisco assumed control of the Madera 
bank in order to fully secure themselves 
against overdrafts by the Madera house 
of about 390.000. Baird was deposed 
and the Pacitic bank has remained in 
charge since. He has madea slight 
restitution and large promises, but as 
yet no arrests have followed. 

The Pacitic Bank is protecting the 
colonists ta the-fullest extent, and im- 
provements of the colonists lands are 
progressing rapidly. “The manager of 
the colonies in and near Fresno de- 
nounce Baird’s methods in the strongest 
possible terms, saying that his schemes 
and plans have been visionary from the 
first. It is stated that if Baird’s dis- 
honest transactions can be separated 
from the colony’s matters the residents 
of this county now feel like pledging 
the heartiest py to innocent pur- 
chasers in order that they may not suf- 
‘fer loss.

an authorized representative of the al- 
lied companies, and his acts ought to be 
just as binding upon them as if per- 
formed by the president of the Traffic 
Association. To have one agent in the 
East as a sort of dummy to write false 
and worthless contracts, intended 
to deceive shippers. and another. 
agent here to reject these contracts - 
and establish extra charges in clear 
violation of them, is simply ya high- 
handed swindle. These operations 
might as well be called by their right 
names. 

We are informed that the allied com- 
panies keep two car-inspectors in Los 
Angeles all the time for this purpose, 
and that, during the year. past, their

Westlake Park. 

The scheme to extend Westlake Park 
to the north and westso as to take ina 
large share of the vacant land lying in 
that direction is one that should meet 
with encouragement from the city au- 
thorities. That park is at present alto- 
gether too limited. It is little more 
than a lake with a narrow shore, and 
can never be made anything better with 
its original circumscribed boundaries. 
[t required. marvelous courage on the 
part of somebody to make so much out 
of so little to start upon. The same en- 
ergy applied ‘to a decent-sized park 
would give the city an ornament of 
which she might well be proud. 

No modern city, of the bigness of Los 
Angeles, is without. its parks—real 
parks, not merely flower-gardens, and 
play-grounds, but parks that afford 
drives, and retreats and’ rural appear- 
ances. A park ought to have its forest 
trees, carriage-ways and picturesque 
scenery. No city is better pro- 
vided by nature’ with localities 
for such parks, and, we may add, that 
no city is more inneedofthem. Owing 
to its marvelous climate Los Angeles is 
to be the resort of people from every- 
where in pursuit of health and pleasure; 
and yet how little forethought there is 
about the pleasure of visitors; no park, 
no boulevard, no drive, no access to 
prominent places; no chance for recrea- 
tion outside of the business centers of 
the town. To be sure, one has only to 
ride down to one of the depots to be 


locality—some seaside resort, where all 
that Los Angeles lacks, in- the way of 
affording recreation, may be had; but if 
one would enjoy enlightened pleasures, 
such as are provided by other cities, 
they must be sought outside of the City 
of the Angles. This is hardly the fair 
thing, and not very creditable. We 
have good public buildings, good streets, 
good street railways, and a great many 
other good things beside what ,nature 
has bestowed upon us, but we have no 
parks nordrives worth mentioning.

THE FARMERS’ CONGRESS. 


Final Resolutions Adopted and an Ad. 
journment Taken. 


SEDALIA (Mo.,) Nov. 12,—|[By the 
Associated Press.] The Farmers’ 
National Congress this morning adopted 
a-number of resolutions, among them 
are resolutions recommending State 
Central Live Stock Exchanges so that 
no live stock agent can be excluded;

TRAIN-ROBBERS AGAIN, 


Masked Outlaws Plying Their 
Calling in Wisconsin. 


Intimidation and Dynamite Effect 
the Customary Results. 


The Express Car Blown Open and 
the Safes Thrown Out. 


The Robbers Thought to Have Secured 
Some 84000 — Several Posses in 
Pursuit—The Chase Thus 

Far in Vain.

Mi_wavkEE, Nov. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The midnight train from 
Chicago on the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
road was robbed by masked men near 
Western Unién Junction at 1 o'clock 
this morning. he train had been out 
of the junction, twenty-three miles 
south of this place, about half a mile, 
when Fireman Edward Averill, who 
was putting some coal into the furnace, 
was startled by a noise behind him. He 
turned around and dircovered two 
masked men clambering over the engine 
tender. Both leveled their double-bar- 
relled guns at the fireman and Engineer 
Bill McKay, with the injunction, ‘‘Don’t 
move an inch until we tell you to, or 
we will blow the tops of your heads 
off.’’ 

Engineer McKay was directed to run 
the train to within a point about one 
mile from Western Union Junction. 
Here he was commanded to stop. Both 
men were ordered to step down out of 
the cab. They were marched to the ex- 
press car under cover, and then the 
work of blowing open the express car 
began. Several bombs, asthe fireman 
thinks they were, were thrown into the 
car and the explosions were terrific and 
must have awakened every passenger 


}on the train, but nobody appeared on 


the scene. The robbers were undoubt- 
edly not less than six or seven in num- 
ber, judging from the manner in which 
they conducted operations.. The train- 
men believe they hada team close at 
hand with which to carry away the 
safes which were taken boldly out of 
the car. 

Fireman Averill’s story is most com- 
prehensive. ‘“‘They made me walk 
ahead of them to the express car,”’’ 
he said, ‘‘and they gave me a jimmy to 
pry open the boxes. They got the 
messenger’s keys, though he was in no 
hurry to give them up, and they will 
have no trouble in getting away with 
all the money.”’ 

The train was held over half an 
hour.. The entire efforts of the robbers 
was centered on the express car and 
not a passenger was molested. The 
ffreman thinks there were a half dozen 
men guarding thie coaches, however. 

‘Less than five minutes out from 
Western Union Junction,’’ said Messen- 
ger Murphy, ‘‘the train slowed up sud- 
denly. A musket was poked through 
the top window of the car and a sec- 
ond later a terrific explosion occurred 
that knocked both myself and Mr. Cook 
inaheap. Half a dozen more explo- 
sions followed and both doors flew off 
the bolts. Then two men, wearing big 
black masks, clambered quickly into the

The revolutionists aré reported to 
have raised large bodies of volunteer 
troops. The plansof the insurgents are 
not yet fully understood, but it is said 
they will lose notime in attacking 
towns which remain true to the@fcta- 
tor. Their object seems to be to gain 
possession of these places before the 
arrival of the gunboats, monitors and 
transports which Da Fonseca sent to 
quell the insurrection. The 80,000

BEFORE THE GRISIS.CAME. 


The Disturbances That Preceded Da Fon- 
seca’s Assuming the Dictatorship. 
New York, Nov. 12.—[By the Associ- 


-ated Press.| The Associated Press has 


a letter from its correspondent in Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, under date of December 
14, which, while prior to the breaking 
out of the revolution, contains much of 
interest regarding the situation in that 
country. The correspondent savs: 

The state of affairs is far from satisfac. 
tory. In the lasttwo years the country 
has been flooded with paper money, now 
amounting nominally to $250,000,000, 
and depreciated to less than 55 per cent. 
of its nominal value. In consequence of 
this depression and burdensome taxes, all 
necessaries of life are at exhorbitant 
figures, andareconstantly rising. Salaries 
and wages, however, have not risen. 
Strikes and disturbances, at one time al-. 
most unknown in Brazil, have become fre- 
quent. Rio de Janeiro had just passed 
through a serious disturbance, originating 
in a ridiculously insignificant cause, a fact 
showing thatin the irritated state of pub. 
lic feeling many pecsons are ready to seize 
on any pretext to cause trouble. 

The manager of an opera company being 
unpopular, a band of students one night in- 
sisted on his coming before the curtainto 
be hissed. He replied that while duly 
grateful, he must decline; whereupon the 
students persisted in their demands until 
the police interferred. Then followed a 
wild riot in which the interior of the opera- 
house was wrecked and many persons in- 
jured. Thenext day the papers attacked 
‘the police and speeches were made on the 
street corners by orators, among whom 
were some Congressmen and officers of the 
Army. Atnight rioting began and many 
persons were wounded, two or more being 
killed. The,;army seemed in a great 
measure to Sympathize with the people 
agdinst the ice, Rioting continued until 
the next day, but the excitement then 
quieted down. 

Correspondents predict, however, 
that there will. be more rioting soon 
in Rio de Janeiroand elsewhere.

An Interesting Paper by W. P. St. Jon 
of New York—Election of 
_ Officers Final 
Adjournment,

sociated Press.] The American Bank- 
ers Association resumed its session to- 
day andthe silver question had the 
right-of-way from the start, W. P. St.

Cease buying silver bullion and re- 


store the United States coinage system 


founded with the mintin 1792 and only 
abrogated in 18783; that is reopen the 
mints to the equally unrestricted coin- 
age of gold and silver as_ the 
best method. Allow owners of 
gold and silver to receive legal 
tender notes at coin value instead of 
coin at their option; the notes to be re- 
deemed in either coin at the trersury’s 
option, but the secretary shall redeem 
in bullion at no less than the coin value 
thereof on request of note-holders; 
moderate coinage to be prescribed; all 
the remainder to be coined, not at the 
Secretary’s discretion; all gold and 
silver bullion and coin resulting to be 
held dollar -for dollar as a metalic re- 
serve for the notes outstanding; 
‘all treasury notes of the act. of 
1890 and gold and silver certifi- 
cates when received to be_ re- 
placed by the proposed new notes 
secured as provided and redeemed as 
prescribed. The President of the 
United States shall be required to pro- 
claim our adoption of the European 
coinage ratio for gold and silver when 
continental Europe reopens her mints 
to silver, our mints thereupon buying 
up our silver dollars then outstanding at 
a premium of 3 cents each and replac- 
ing them with silver dollars containing 
860 grains of pure silver. By such 
provisions of our statutes, and without 
international entanglement, we assure 
Europe against a flight of our silver and 
contraction of our current money when- 
ever Europe reopens her mints to silver. 
St. John dismisses the alleged im- 
pending avalanche of European silver 
with statistics of the financial condi- 
tion of all Européan nations in de- 
tail, showing that their need at pres- 
ent is silver money in every Case. 
At the conclusion of St. John’s pa- 
per, John Jay Knox took the floor and 
said that he fully agreed with St. 
John in some of his remarks. .He 
said that some time ago the Mexican 
dollar was to be found in nearly 


every bank in this country, but 
today where were’ these coins? 
They had been’ sent’ back to

AtLanta (Ga.,) Nov. 12.—Sam Small, 


A CRISIS IN CHINA, 
‘The Situation of Foreigners

Becoming Very Critical. 


The Chief of a Noted Secret Society 
Arrested and Tortured. 
He Refuses. to Give Details of the 
‘Great Plot Against Aliens. 


How the Foreign Fleets in Chinese Wateré 
Are Placed—The Recent Riots Not 
@ Rising Against the 
Emperor;

San Francisco, Nov. 12.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.] The steamer Gaelic, 


which arrived last night, brings late. 
Chinese advices. The Associated Press 


of October 19, sends the following: 
Chen Kin Lung, leader of the Kolao 
Kui secret society which has been in- 
strumental in causing the uprising in 
Hunan, was captured by six runners of 
the Shanghai and Soo Chow police while 
staying atSoo Chow. He was accom- 
panied by a band of thirty men and was 
getting ready to leave for Hong Chow 
and other inland places when he was 
surprised at night by the runners who, 
despite his endeavors to _ pro- 
tect himself with his sword, quick- 
ly overpowered him, and before 
he had given the alarm, gagged and 
bound him, boarded a steam launch and 
proceeded to Shanghai. His examina- 
tion was conducted with :secrecy by a 
magistrate and deputies of the Viceroy 
and Governor of Taotai. General of- 
ficial documents issued by the Kolao 
Hui were found-on his person. In them 
he was addressed as ‘‘Eighth Great’ 
Prince’ andas “Commander of num- 
erous forces.”’ 
Three examinations have been held, 
but Chen refused to make any dis- 
closures, despite the torture, saying to 
the officers that he would not betray his 
cause, and that he was not the only one 
ready to give up his life for the cause 
he had joined. The officials are now 
pursuing another method; they feast 
him and ply him with liquor in the 
hopes that he will let fall some infor: 
mation under its influence. They have 


thus far met with no success.

Unless their names and address are given. 
it cannot findthem. When caught it will 
not punish them unless compelled, and is 
always ready to encourage those who help 
and obstruct those who hinderthem. In 
short the government has gone mad. In 
every other way the machine works as 
usual, butin this respect it appears that 
officers cannot control soldiers, governors 
their officers nor the Emperor his viceroys. 

No rebel has yet even been seen bv for- 
eigners. Such rioters as foreigners have 
recognized were, without exception, the 
Emperor’s most loyal subjects and serv- 
ants, soldiers and officials.

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POMONA LAND TITLES. 


Dr. Nichols Publicly Defines His 


Position. 


He Admits His Connection with Ton- 
ner’s Scheme, 


But Says He Made a Mistake in 
Going Into It. 


What the Citizens of Pomona Think of 
the Doctor’s Explanation — The 
Grand Jury Will Make an " 
Investigation, 


The land-title question is still the all- 
absorbing topic at Pomona, and the peo- 
ple are determined to have the matter 
settled once for all. Dr. Nichols yes-: 
terday published a long letter in the 


b 

ble, which is as follows: 

DR. NICHOLS'S 
. Towhom it:may concern: I wish to state 
that several weeks since Mr. Tonner came 
‘to me to talk about his claim on the land of 
Beveral individuals in Pomona Valley, situ- 
‘ated in what is called Rancho San José, and 
fsaid that ‘he had learned that they were 
getting up a purse to pay the expense of a 
‘suit to quiet title to their lands. He con- 
tended that he had vested in him a good 
j title to an undivided two-thirds of these 
lands, and he intended to fix matters so 
that the action would hayéso be brought in 
‘the courts of the United! States, where, he 
said; the case would be ‘ried on the 
law_. and the evidence, uninfiuenced 
by sympathy or popular feeling. 
‘At first he proposed to deed his interest to 
ap alien in this State, so that the foreigner 
‘could demand that the trial be had in the 
United States Court. Later he decided to 
+have some one out of the State. I saw that 
he was determined on this course. I saw 
‘at once that it was important that he 
Should deed the lands to some one who 
would protect the interests of the Valley in 
case he should win the suit; for, in case he 
did win, it was important that it should be 
in the hands of some one who, in case set- 
tlement was not affected, might not sell the 
interest to some outside party, who would 
bore and tunnelfor water in such a way 
and in such places as might seriously 
jeopardize the interests of the Pomona 
Land and Water Company, whose president 
[I am, as well as the interests of other par- 
fies obtaining water from the same sources. 
I knew that Mr. Gird, the owner of the 
Ohino ranch, had purchased the right to 
bore and tunnel for water north of San 
Bernardino avenue and had laid a large 
ptpe line and was carrying a large quan- 
tity of water entirely away from that part 
of Pomona Valley in which the Pomona 
Land and Water Company had considerable 
interest. I had no quarrel with Mr. Gird. 
Tregard him as a useful and public-spir- 
ited man, but I thought and still ihink that 
that water belonged to this part of the val- 
ley, andI was much surprised that the peo- 
_ple of the neighborhood, and especially of 
the vows gig | tract, should so quietly 
acquiesce in his operations.

vented. 
Dr. Nichols then goes on to explain 
about how wells had been bored on 
lands not belonging fo his company, 
which seriously’ diminished the flow 
from the wells on their property, say- 
ing they did not want any more wells 
developed that would injure their sup- 
Now when I saw that Mr. Tonner showed 
fight, and was determined to deed his inter- 
est in those lands, I deemed it only prudent 
to protect the interest of the .company of 
which I was president.

I had 
offered one of the ablest lawyers of Los 
Angeles county $1000 if he would guaran- 
tee to me that Mr. Tonner’s claim was in- 
valid. He declined to do it. So I paid Mr. 
Tonner $10 per acre for his interest in 
most of the lands that he deeded ,to Mr. 
Burr. Mr. Burr wassimply to hoid that 
tnterest in trust. My object, and I assert 
that my sole object asto all the land, ex- 
cept that of Mr. Williams, was to be in 
buch a position that on the deeding of the 
lands to the respective parties by Mr. Burr, 
Icould secure the condition in the deed that 
no oneshould be allowed to bore wells and 
tunnelin such away as totake thé water 
elsewhere than to Pomona and the valley 
immediately surrounding; and if Mr. Ton- 
ner’s position was soundin law, as other 
ood lawyersassured me it was,I could 
ave accomplished that very object, or if 
the lands were not deeded to the respective 
parties by Mr. Burr, wells and tunnels for 
water could not be made, especially to be 
taken off the land, without his consent. 

Of course,I understood perfectly well 
that I was taking my chances as to whether 
the parties interested would pay the $10 
sand acre or any other sum, to geta deed 

rom Mr. Burr. I knew I was taking the 
chance that the parties mightinstitute a 
suit and get the title out of Mr. Burr with- 
out paying anything, in which case I would 
In any event, I 
did not expect on settlement to get back 
more than my $10 per acre. I 
did not think that that was a great price to 
Pay to get those valuable lands clear. Mr. 
nner had beendemanding from $25 to 
$50 per acre, andI did not think I would be 
deemed a “blackmailer’’ for getting the 
lands into such hands that they could be 
cleared for $10 peracre. I certainly did 
not want to get and hold any of the lands. 
I disclaim that I had any other intention 
than I have hereinbefore set forth. 

There are others than myself who know 
that I was invited to be one of a number to 

.buy the interest which Mr. Tonner now 
holds. Iwas assured by aneminent San 
Francisco lawyer that there was a valid out- 
standing title to atwo-thirds interest in 
these lands, and I was told that there was 
a deal of money init. The company 
did not then own the Loop tract, and I did 
not feel the necessity of protecting the wa- 
ter bearing lands which we have since 
acquired, and I said that I was not in a po- 
sition to take part in such a scheme, and 
that I would not take partinitif I could. 
Icertainly never would have acquired that 
outstanding interest for any speculative 
purpose, whatever some may have thought 
or still think. The idea was abhorrent to 
me, even if the title was valid, asI knew 
such a course would be scandalously op- 
pressive to the people claiming the lands. 

I trust that there are some people who, 
notwithstanding the rancorous attacks to 
which I have been subject, still believe my 
statement is not improbable when I claim 
for myself the additional motive in this 
transaction thatI did desire to protect the 
interests of the people of this valley as well 
as the interests of the Pomona Land and 
Water Company. All the while fearing 
that Mr. Tonner hada valid legal title, I 
Was apprehensive that, determined in his 
course, as he seemed to be, he might trans- 


fer his.interest unscrupulous per- 


son who would insist on the very last dol. 
lar, or the pouud of fiesh, Mi‘case he should 
win the suit. I claim for myseif,thatI am 
not without feeting of consideration and 
§ymyathy for my neighbors, among 
whom I move every day, and in the

If this panic about titles shall in- 
jure Pomona and this valley so that our 
present great prosperity shall be clouded, 
my interests and the interests of the com- 
pany wil be clonded and injured too. Iam

isee [have made a mistake in having 
anything to do with Mr. Tonner’s claim. I 
see, also, that I am subject to great misap- 
in not . seme explana 


tion to the committee that waited upon 


me. But am ve human, and 
the subject of like passions and er- 
rors of my _ fellow-beings. I was 


called upon under circumstances of 
pressure and irritation, and I could not, 
under the circumstances, have made an 
explanation that could possibly have done 
me justice. Besides I didnot then deem 
best to say what I have since seen must be 
said, when the people were in the right 
frame of mind to receive it. If this plain, 
truthful statement shall not be deemed sat- 
isfactory, I shall have tosubmit and bear 
in silence and regret a wrong which cannot 
be remedied. B. S. NICHOLS, 
WHAT THE PEOPLE SAY. 

Immediately on the appearance of 
Dr. Nichols’s statement, a Timgs corre- 
spondent started out to interview citi- 
zens to ascertain their views on the 
matter. 

O. J. Brown, who was chairman of 
the mass meeting, said: 

I do not see that Dr. Nichols has helped 
his case against the people of the Pomona 
Valley in the least. I believe the letter is 
not in keeping with his original intention 
in the matter, but is ananswer to the storm 
of indignation aroused by him. If honest 
in his statements, he certainly makes a 

mistake in” tke 
holders and bondholders of the Pomona 
Land and Water Company with the people 
of the Pomona Valley: I don’t believe that 
it will be accepted by the people in vindi- 
cation of the Doctor, I agree with the 
Doctor in his closing statement, that he has 
made a mistake in going into this scheme 
with Tonner. 

John E. Packard, when asked what 
he thought of the statements of Dr. 
Nichols, said: 

He claims he has a right to defraud all 
settlers of their water and has aright to 
obtain by dishonest means the property of 
people living in this valley, and toturn 
such dishonestly acquired property into the 
hands of the Pomona Land and Water Com- 
pany under the guise of protecting the 
company. Mr. Nicholsconveyed this same 
idea to me six months ago, when he said: 
‘‘We (the Pomona Land and Water Com- 
pany) will have to get allof this water, and 
then sell it to those that want it.” 
We never contended that Dr, Nichols 
wished to get possession of our land, but 
that he wished, by making a long legal 
fight, to rob us ofthat which is more valu- 
able—the water—and Dr. Nichols has ac- 
knowledged that such was his intention. 
The fear that Mr. Tonner would put his 
title in the handsof some one who would 
injure the Pomona Land and Water Com- 
pany is balderdash. The water supply on 
some of these lands was developed long be- 
fore the Pomona Land and Water Company. 
developed water on some of the adjoining 
lands, andthe Pomona Land and Water 
Company found that it could not get such 
water by fair means, and it attempted to 
get it by unfair methods. : 

R. S. Bassett said: 

Admitting that all of Dr. Nichol’s motives 
in this transaction were as he states, the 
matter is still a serious one. As he says he 
only intended to charge the people $10 per 
acre, and retain the water right for devel- 
oping by himself or the Pomona Land and 
Water Company, or to keep purchasers 
from developing and taking water. This

of these lands, The Doctor remarks that 
areall human and liable to mistakes,”’ 
and his'case surely proves it.

Another 


Attraction for the 
World’s Fair. 


A Wagner Theater to be Erected in 
Milwaukee 


With Angelo Neumann,*ef-Bayreuth 
Fame, in Charge. 
A Musical Enterprise Which Will Require 
® Million Dollars—The Widow of 
the Great Master Favors 
the Idea.

America is to have a reproduction of 
the world-famous Wagnerian musical 
festivals given at Bayreuth, Germany, 
during the World's Fair year. This is 
oneof the main reasons why Henry Vil- 
lard, the great railroad magnate, has 


tanec, electric railway line between 
Chicago and Milwaukee, as the Wag- 
nerian festival will be located in the 
latter city. 


The project of establishing a second 
Bayreuth Theater in America origi- 
nated with M. M. Ogden of the manage- 
ment of the Columbia Opera Company, 
which will open an engagement at the 
Los Angeles Theater next Wednesday. 
Mr. Ogden first presented the idea to the 
citizens of Milwaukee during the past 
summer, and its magnitude excited 
widespread comment in American and 
foreign musical circles, as well as con- 
siderable newspaper discussion. An 
elaborate plan was prepared by that 
gentleman, and submitted to the citi- 
zens of Milwaukee at a_ public meeting 


ber of Commerce and the Advancement 
Association. As Milwaukee is essen- 
tially a German city, with a large popu- 
lation of music lovers, it was decided to 
take hold of the enterprise, which 
would necessitate a capitilization of $1,- 
000,000, provided that the consent of 
Frau Cosima Wagner and Herr Angelo 
Neumann, who are the custodians of 
the Bayreuth Theater, and of the late 
Richard Wagner’s works, could be se- 
cured. Therein lay the chief difficulty 
as to whether they would consent to a 
reproduction in Milwaukee of this fa- 
mous theater, which yearly attracts 
-hundreds of thousands of music lovers 
to Bayreuth. It is well known that 
when two years ago a coterie of New 
York millionairs, headed by Andrew 
Carnegie, made proposals fora Wagner- 
ian season at the New York Metropoli- 
tan Operahouse, with practically no 
limit on the financial guarantee, and 
their overtures were refused. 

Manager Ogden was'delegated to go 
ahead with the enterprise, and got into 
communication with Frau Wagner and 
Herr Angelo Neumann, and yesterday 
afternoon he received the expected 


to come to America and go into the 
work of establishing a Wagnerian Thea- 
ter in Milwaukee for the World’s Fair 
year. The letter, of which a translated 
copy is given below, is:accompanied by 
the estimates, contracts and plans, and 
Mr. Ogden has cabled his acceptance of 
the counter proposals to B. Prague. 
The letter from Herr Angelo Neumann 
is as follows: 
[Translated Copy.] 
PRAGUE. Sept. 23. 

Manager Marion M. Ogden.—My DEarR Str: 
I am _ ready to coéperate with you in the 
reproduction of the Bayreuth Theater in 
America. Ican but express My apprecia- 
tion for the honor you have bestowed upon 
me in proposing to place me at the helm of 
such a grand and magnificent undertaking 
as the founding of a Wagnerian play- 
house in Milwaukee, in which to reproduce 
the Bayreuth Festival plays during the Co- 
lum bian Exposition in Chicago in 1893. I 
have not the least doubt that this institu- 
tion will prove a great success, and here- 
with inclose contracts and estimates on the 
basis which you suggested, with some alter- 
ations by myself. 

I think it will be advisable to give four 
evening performances and two matinees 
weekly, the performances to extend over a 
period of three months. The repertoire 
will consist of the}following works by Rich- 
ard Wagner: Die Feen, Rienzi,Der F iegende 
Hollander, Die Meisteringer von Nuernberg; Lo- 
hengrin, Tannhaeuser, Tristan und Isolic, Das 
Rheingold, Die Walkure, Seigfried, Goetterdaem- 
merung and Parsifal. 

While expressing my joy over the fiatter- 
ing call which you have extended to me to 
place me asthe artistic head of this great 
undertaking, I will now state another rea- 
son which has prompted me to accept. It 
was noone but Richard Wagner himself, 
who intimated the ideato me during the 
years of 1882 and 1883. He repeatedly 
expressed the wish to me that I would trans- 
fer the institution founded by myself, 
which only by his permission received the 
name Richard Wagner Theater, to Berlin 
first, England, Belgium, Holland, Switzer- 
land, Austria, Russia and Italy, the Ring of 
the Nibelunger, and then to America. 

The great master himself offered to as-- 
sist me that under my direction the 
‘Richard Wagner Theater”’ might be intro- 
duced into the United States. Providence. 
however, called the master from this 
world, and since his death, the 13th of Feb- 
ruary, 1883, the F ape rested and nothing 
was done towar executing it until I re- 
ceived your proposal. The deaht of Wagner 
Was the only cause that the ‘‘Richard Wag- 
ner Theater” was not introduced in Amer- 
ica before this. Respectfully yours,
